I should like to call to your attention an incident that has "been 
troubling me and that might conceivably involve an improper use of 
public funds. I want to stress that I am doing this as a private citizc 
and do not represent in any way the library for which I work. ' 

An FBI agent called today in the Mills College Library to 'inquire 
whether we had a copy of Mr. Hoover's "Masters of deceit". He offered 
to provide for us as many free copies of this book as we might need or 
want. V/hen asked whether the FBI was paying for this project he 
answered that the offer was made by a private party which did not "want 
to be iridentif ied. My question as to why was an employee of a federal 
agency making inquiries for a "private party" was not answered. He did 
however affirm that he was an duty arid identified himself with a bona 
fide badge. . * 

There are two things on my mind. First, are we paying trained 
FBI people who I- am sure have their hands full of other more Inpont&ht 
business to go from library to library to virtually "push" their chiefs 
book? And what is that private party which can enlist the help of 
a federal agency in a project that although v/orthwhile, is certainly ho1 
public business? Secondly,' it seems to me that there* is potential 
danger of intimidation involved here. Any library is glad of gifts, -. 
but it must have an option to reject them. Mr, Hoover's book is 
a very good contribution to the field and our library had already 
possesed a copy. But suppose the material was less worthy: would a 
librarian - a person easily intimidated anyway-- feel free to say "no" 
to someone who opens the conversation with "I am from the FBI..."? 

I would very much appreciate if you could have some inquiries 
made, into this project. It should certainly be publlcally explained, 
as many librarians are probably wondering what to think of this 
visit in their libraries. I want to stress that our library would 
be glad to give information about their book stock to anyone and 
welcomes gifts of material. It is the method in which this particular 
offer was made that makes me feel that an explanation should be made* 
% I repeat again that I am turning to you as an individual tax-payer 
: and also to a certain extent as a professional librarian, but not as 
a member of the Mills College Library -staff.

The problem;.with an article such f as this_ is that ,it encourages 
too- many Americans who are reluctant to do anything or say any- 
thing for fear that they may be harming their Government more ^ 
than they would be doing good.- While I .can ap^rec^t^fche^^v^, $4p%§ 
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wisdom of such thinking, I do not feel we can win the fight 
against Communism by inaction and merely hoping that the 
Government can cope with all these problems, especially in 
the light of the many inexcusable mistakes made by our 
Government in the past 28 years, which are responsible for the 
world mess we are in today. 

I don't belong to societies such as the John Birch Society, 
or the National Indignation Society, but I find it difficult 
to condemn these organisations and to discredit everything they 
are doing* At the same time I am also concerned about some of 
the members in such organizations when they appear to be going 
overboard in their fight against Communism. 

I recall well the struggle of Senator Joseph McCarthy in his 
courageous fight in, trying to rout Communist influence from 
the Government and our Armed Forces. His effort was labeled 
McCarthyism, given the implication of a bad word, and something 
that was not very good for America. 

I believe that our country and the world would be better off 
today if we had taken his advice more seriously at the time. 

All, Americans love their country, and I am sure that they want 
to keep it as it is. It would seem that as long as the feeling 
is mutual that there should be more common ground where we could 
work as a united front in helping our Government cope with the 
Communist threat of today. 

Perhaps, you may have some suggestions along this line. If you 
do I would be happy to receive them. I would also appreciate 
receiving a complete copy of your article that appeared in the 
American Bar Association Journal.

MR. OTTO REYNOLDS 

At 9:30 p.m, 3-21-62, Mr. Otto Reynolds, General Manager and Editor 
of the Prescott (Arizona) Evening Courier, a very friendly newspaper, telephoned Wiek„ 
Mr. Reynolds stated that Dr. Fred C. Schwarz had approached his paper relative to 
selling a lengthy series of articles relating to communism. Additionally, the paper has 

j been requested by Schwarz and others to publicize extensively meetings in Prescott 

1 planned by Dr. Schwarz in the near future. 

The purpose of Mr Reynolds call was to determine the background, 
standing and the FBI's appraisal of Dr Schwarz. Mr. Reynolds said he had the distinct 
impression from personal contact with Schwarz and reading that Dr. Schwarz and his 
Christian Anti-Communist Crusade is essentially a personal fund-raising program for 
Dr. Schwarz. He asked if we could comment since the paper did wish to do something to 
fight the menace of communism and alert the people in his area. . 

Wick told Mr. Reynolds that the FBI could not comment one way or the 
other. After considerable talking with Mr. Reynolds wherein the above was pointed out, 
Wick suggested that one of the most useful printed and authentic series from the stand- ^ 
point of public service the paper could utilize would be the publication, in- series form in ~~ 
its entirety or through excerpting, of "Masters of Deceit" by Mr. Hoover. Mr. Reynolds 
stated he thought this was a good idea and wanted to know to whom he might make his 4 
wishes known. Wick told him Mr. Hoover certainly would have no objections and the 
name of Edgar T. Rigg with address was supplied.to Reynolds who said he would 
contact Rigg.

Rigg promised 
1, 000% cooperation, stated he was definitely in favor of publication of "Masters of 
Deceit, " would not charge, the paper anything for such publication provided credit was 
given to Holt, Rinehart and Winston, Inc., as the publisher. He suggested that ample 
credit be likewise given $o'Mr. Hoover. Reynolds felt quite elated at this turn of event 
and said he and the newspaper officials would like to start publication sometime next 
week of either selected excerpts or "Masters of Deceit" in its entirely. He visualized 
a series of some 12 to 18>articles on a daily basis.

Congressman Sheppard. attempted to contact the Director telephonicaUy 
at 12:18 PM today. He refused to talk with anyone else. Pursuant to instructions, 
I telephonicaUy contacted the Congressman at 3 PM, told him the Director was out 
of the office and upon calling in had instructed me. to ascertain if I could be of any 
^service to the Congressman. 

Congressman Sheppard was most appreciative of the quick response 
to his call. He stated since calling lor the -Director, he had received another long 
distance call from his. district in California which completely cleared up a situation 
that he desired to talk with the Director about. He stated the problem had been 
completely handled and thefjejrwas-naineed to bother the Director. 

The Congressman and I had discussion in general about a number of 
other matters and he asked that I drop by his office in the near future. 

We have .had cordial relations with Congressman Sheppard. He supporteu 
the FBI Retirement Bill. In June, 1949, the Director lunched with him in the Attorney* \\ 
General's office. He told the Director at that time of the desirability of new members^ 
of Congress taking, the FBI tour with their families upon arriving in Washington.

Washington — (NC) — A priest-expert on \communism 
charged here that most extremist anti-communist; crusades op- 
erating, today are "financial rackets/ /' , 

"I am convinced that three-quarters^ Q^these, groups are 
in it for the money," said Father, John F. Cronin, S.S;, assistant 
director of the Social Action Department of the^Natiohal Cath- 
olic* Welfare Conference. 
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The Sulpician author of numer- 
ous analyses of communism, m^de 
his remarks while outlining for 
newsmen the contents of his new 
booklet, "Communism: Threat to 
Freedom." 

THE BOOKLET, he said, marks 
the "beginning of a campaign for 
sanity" in reco'gnizing the perils 
of communism. Total distribution 
of the publication is expected to 
be between 500,000 and 1,000,000 
copies, he said. 

"We expect quite a bit of use of 
it in schools and parish groups," 
he said. It is published jointly 
by, the NCWC publication -office 
and the Paulist Press, *New York. 

FATHER CRONIN told report- 
ers one reason for the booklet was 
the requests made by several blsfi-. 
ops concerned about claims that a 
"sizable number of Catholics" are 
being attracted to extremist 
groups. 

Emphasizing the booklets' argu- 
ment that the major Red threat to 
the United States is external, riot 
internal, he said the so-called anti- 
communist prusades are "fighting 
the wrong war, at the wrong time, 
,at the wrong place." 

Father Cronin said there is "ev- 
ery evidence" of ,an "interlocking 
directorate"' among major extrem- 
ist "groups and that there are-now 
at least 50 groups "extremist 
enough to make a splash." 

HE SAID the primary group de- 
fended in his booklet from charges 
of being either Communist" party 
members or sympathizers in the 
Protestant clergy. 

Communist influence among 
Protestant ministers is virtually 
nonexistent, he said. Charges by 
,some extremist groups, that 7,000 
ministers — or about three per. cent 
of the total — are Reds or sym- 
pathizers is "gross distortion" of a 
list made up of ministers: who 
signed petitions deemed by the ac- 
cusors to be Red-sponsored, he 
said. 

HE DEFENDED specifically the, 
National council of Churches, the 
nations largest federation of Prot- 



estant and* Orthodox, bodies, call- 
ing it "a patriotic and. responsible 
organization." 

* Asked about the claim of Rob- 
ert Welch; head of the John Birch 
Society, that about 40 per cent of 
its membership is Catholic, Father 
Cronin said no figures are availa- 
ble to dispute this. 

"But," .he added, "it does not 
square with the geographic 
strength of the society. It is 
not as active as it would be in 
Catholic areas if this were true." 

GROUPS he specifically classi- 
fied as extremist, in addition to 
the Birch Society, were the^ Car- 
dinal Mindszenty Foundation, the 
Circuit Riders of Cincinnati and 
the Christian Crusade of the Rev. 
Dr. Billy James Hargis of Tulsa, 
Okla. 

Of the Mindszenty group named 
for the famed Hungarian patriot 
who is in the American legation in 
Budapest^ he 'commented that its 
stated aims are good, but "when 
it crops up in practice it is a Cath- 
olic version of the John Birch So- 
ciety." 

"IT IS NOT an official organiza- 
tion in any diocese I know/' he 
said. 

Of another group, the Christian 
Anti-Communist Crusade operated 
by Fred Schwartz, Father Cronin 
said it is "more ambiguous" than 
the others because, half of the 
speakers at its ""schools" are repu- 
table, while the other half are 
"doubtful." 

"The Birch Society moves in to' 
capitalize on the ferment it stirs 
up," he said. 

FATHER CRONIN "isted three 
types of "experts" on communism 
whose credentials he said should 
be examined carefully. They are 
former FBI agents, former FBI 
informants and victims of com- 
munist .persecution. 

It does not follow, he said, that 
a person becomes an expert oil 3 
communism by being attached td 
the FBI or suffering persecution! 
Some former FBI agents involved 
in today's anti-communist crusades 
never had a direct part in the 
Federal agency's efforts against 
Reds, he said;
